An  annual  report  of  Sunday-school  work  must 
necessarily  be  much  of  a  repetition  ;  but  "line  upon 
line"  may  be  needful  in  calling  attention  to  this 
important  branch  of  Church  work. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  reports  of  our  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  Librarian,  that  the  school  has  been, 
during  the  past  year,  and  is  now,  in  good  working 
order. 

The  school  commences  at  9.30  a.  m.  and  closes 
at  10.50.  Experience  teaching  us  how  almost  im- 
possible it  is  to  get  children  to  attend  Church,  we 
make  our  service  follow  that  of  the  Prayer  Book, 
as  much  as  possible,  trusting  that  in  later  years, 
the  memories  of  the  prayers  learnt  in  childhood 
may  preserve  those  who  learn  them  in  the  good 
"  old  path." 

The  school  is  divided  into  an  Infant  Class,  com- 
posed of  children  who  cannot  read.  In  it  they  are 
taught  the  Catechism,  Bible  stories  and  Hymns. 
Thirty-five  classes  of  older  scholars,  in  which  are 
used  the  "Leaflet  Lessons:"  the  Young  Women's, 
and  the  Young  Men's  Bible  Classes. 

Six  months  in  the  year  we  have  a  Singing  Class, 
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meeting  every  Friday  evening  at  eight  o'clock  ; 
when  we  practise  the  Hymius  for  the  following 
Sunday,  and  also  secular  music.  The  class  is  under 
the  charge  of  Mr.  Broadbenl,  our  Organist.  Once  a 
month  we  give  the  children  an  entertainment  con- 
sisting  of  Recitations,  with  Vocal  and  Instrumental 
Music  by  members  of  the  school.  In  connection 
with  this,  we  have  a  class  meeting  also  on  Friday 
evening,  when  selected  pieces  are  reviewed,  and 
instruction  given  in  Elocution. 

We  have  sum*  our  Easter  and  Christmas  Carols 
in  the  Church  ;  have  had  our  Midsummer  Picnic  ; 
while  at  Christmas,  the  little  ones  of  the  Infant 
Class  were  made  glad  by  a  personal  visit  to  the 
School-room  of  "  Santa  Claus,"  bringing  to  each  a 
present  of  toys  and  candies  ;  the  older  scholars 
again  singing  their  songs  of  joy  around  their  Christ" 
mas  Tree,  and  each  also  receiving  a  book  and  box 
of  candy. 

During  the  past  year,  our  greatest  want  has  been 
that  of  teachers  ;  for  in  this  populous  neighborhood, 
the  presence  of  teachers  will  always  command  the 
attendance  of  children,  and  there  has  seldom  been 
a  Sunday  morning  when  the  presence  of  a  friend 
to  take  the  place  of  a  teacher  temporarily  absent, 
would  not  have  been  a  benefit  to  us.  But  the  want 
has  been  felt  the  most  in  the  two  months  before 
and  after  our  summer  vacation.  During  these 
months,  some  of  the  classes  have  been  entirely  dis- 

ianded,  for  children  will  not  attend  when  they  are 
without  a  regular  teacher. 
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May  I  then  ask  all  who  can  to  aid  us  by  visit- 
ing the  school  and  temporarily  supplying  the  place 
of  an  absent  teacher?  and  also  with  the  means 
for  carrying  on  the  work  ?  for  we  depend  upon  the 
Parishioners  to  supply  all  our  wants  ;  our  school 
collections  being  given  for  charitable  purposes  ; 
this  year,  fifty  dollars  to  assist  a  colored  school  in 
the  South,  and  the  balance  for  our  own  mission. 
This  has  been  done  with  the  approval  of  our  Rector  ; 
he  believing  it  to  be  wholesome  for  children  to 
feel  the  pleasure  of  doing  good  to  others.  This 
then  has  been  our  work  during  the  past  year,  but 
there  remains  still  much  to  be  done  bv  dear  "old 
St.  Mark's"  amongst  the  children  of  this  neighbor- 
hood. 

In  closing  this  Report,  I  would  acknowledge  the 
assistance  given  me  by  the  teachers  and  officers  of 
the  school  in  all  that  has  been  done,  which  I  trust 
will  make  it,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  a  successful 
year  of  school  work.

Even  earnest  philanthropic  people  sometimes, 
overlook  the  importance  of  a  Sunday-school  Library, 
simply  for  want  of  thought  ;  but  its  power  for 
good  becomes  evident  when  it  is  remembered  that 
many  of  the  children  are  poor,  and  at  home  do  not 
get  any  reading  matter  ;  or  at  best,  only  the  cheap 
paper-covered  edition  of  some  wTildtale,  which  their 
elders  read  because  it  takes  their  thoughts  from 
their  own  cares  for  the  time.  Is  it  not  real  charity 
to  enable  such  children  to  read  healthy  books? 
St.  Mark's  Library  tries  to  do  it.  How  much  it  is 
able  to  do  may  be  imperfectly  judged  from  the 
following  data. 

The  Library  contains  642  books,  of  which  45  are 
biographical,  27  historical,  34  scientific,  and  the 
remaining  536  narrative  and  miscellaneous.  221 
persons  use  the  Library  (116  girls  and  105  hoys), 
and  an  average  of  115  books  are  issued  per  Sunday. 
2 
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While  a  just  pride  may  be  taken  in  the  Library,  still 
many  of  the  books  are  wearing  out,  and  should  be, 
from  time  to  time,  replaced.  Of  course,  the  more 
they  are  used,  the  sooner  they  will  be  rendered  use- 
less ;  so  that  the  Library,  when  doing  its  best  work, 
needs  constant  replenishing. 

During  the  past  year,  69  new  books  have  been 
put  into  the  Library,  besides  some  donations 
of  single  volumes.  But  the  wearing  process  is 
always  going  on  ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  members 
of  St.  Mark's  Parish,  who  in  turning  over  the  leaves 
of  this  Annual  happen  upon  this  report,  will  some- 
times think  of  this,  and  then  surely,  they  will  never 
allow  the  Library  to  fall  into  neglect.

The  Ladies'  Benevolent  Society  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  in 
sending  forth  its  Twentieth  Annual  Report,  has  much  to 
cheer  and  encourage  it.  Although  the  work  done  the  past 
season  was  not  greater  than  that  of  previous  years,  still  the 
interest  manifested  and  the  ready  and  generous  response  to 
appeals  made,  for  both  money  and  help,  did  much  to 
lighten  the  care,  and  aid  and  advance  the  work. 

And  it  is  with  the  hope  of  a  still  greater  interest,  and  re- 
newed earnest  efforts  in  the  field  of  Christian  usefulness, 
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that  we  submit  our  Report,  and  enter  upon  our  work  for 
the  coming  year. 

To  give  employment — and  in  this  way  help — to  the  poor 
women  of  the  Mission,  and  to  furnish  clothing  to  the  desti- 
tute children  of  the  Mission  School,  is  the  object  of  the  So- 
ciety. 

During  the  season  of  1880-1881,  from  November  to 
April,  were  cut  and  prepared,  eleven  hundred  and  fifty-four 
garments,  and  work  was  supplied  to  sixty-one  deserving 
women.  To  each  of  these  women  wras  paid  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents  weekly,  and  though  the  amount  seems  small  to 
us.  it  was  always  received  with  joy  and  gratitude,  and  in 
some  cases  was  the  on\y  sure  dependence  for  support. 

Many  garments  were  bought  by  the  women  for  them- 
selves or  children,  being  sold  to  them  at  a  trifling  advance 
over  the  cost  of  the  material.  There  were  also  large  and 
generous  purchases  made  by  members  and  friends  of  the 
Society,  the  clolhing  being  given  to  our  own  poor,  or  dis- 
tributed in  other  charitable  ways. 

The  school  children  were  again  provided  for,  both  by 
garments  from  the  Society  and  from  the  same  kind  and 
liberal  friends  who  had  cared  for  them  in  previous  years. 

Thus  the  Society  has  been  doing  its  work — all  that  it 
could.  If  there  are  any  who  will  help  to  do  more,  they 
may  be  sure  that  the  blessing  of  our  God,  who  has  bidden 
us  care  for  the  poor  and  needy,  will  ever  be  with  them.

This  Society  has  prosecuted  its  humane  work 
through  the  year  with  very  blessed  results,  con- 
stant discretion  having  been  exercised  in  the  distri- 
bution of  its  bounty.  The  really  needy  and  de- 
serving have  had  their  wants  relieved;  but  the 
main  part  of  the  Society's  work  has  been  done  for 
the  sick.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  in 
acknowledgment  of  the  noble  service  rendered  by 
Dr.  J.  Blake  White,  the  attending  physician  of  the 
Guild. 
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The  following  tabular  statement  shows  the  number  of 
families  or  persons  treated  by  Dr.  White,  the  number  of 
visits  made  by  him,  and  consultations  had  at  his  office  ; 
some  of  the  diseases  treated,  and  the  average  number  of 
prescriptions  given  per  month,  together  with  the  number  of 
deaths  during  the  past  year  :

The  Mission  Chapel  of  St.  Mark's  Parish  is  lo- 
cated in  the  most  crowded  ward  of  the  city,  and 
the  opportunities  for  Christian  work  are  almost 
without  limit.  Much  of  the  work  done  is  of  a  mis- 
sionary and  benevolent  character,  whose  results 
cannot  be  reported  in  figures.  The  various  socie- 
ties doing  chapel  work  are  so  intertwined  that  it  is 
believed  that  the  help  afforded  is  now  done  in  as 
intelligent  a  manner  as  is  practicable.  The  minis- 
ter holds  himself  ever  in  readiness  to  attend  to  the 
wants  of  any  who  may  need  his  services,  whether 
they  belong  to  the  Chapel  or  not.  The  result  has 
been  a  large  increase  in  the  congregation,  while 
there  is  no  real  case  of  suffering  or  want  coming  to 
our  notice  which  is  not  immediately  relieved. 

A  brief  resume  of  the  various  societies  connected 
with  the  Chapel  will  give  a  good  idea  of  the  nature 
and  extent  of  our  work.  The  Sunday-school,  under 
the  management  of  Mr.  Win.  V.  King,  is  flourish- 
ing. We  have  621  scholars  on  the  roll,  but  might 
just  as  well  have  1,000  or  more  if  there  were  room. 
The  whole  building  is  filled  with  children  on  Sun- 
dav  morning,  while  the  school  has  been  this  vear 
carefully  graded,  so  as  to  secure  better  behavior 
and  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  scholars,  During 
the  summer,  in  addition  to  the  usual  excursions,  a 
large  number  of  the  poorer  children  were  sent  into 
the  country  for  two  weeks.    This,  as  last  year,  was 
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owing  to  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Rutherfurd  Stuyve- 
sant,  and  it  seemed  to  me  that  owing  to  this  the 
sick  and  death  rate  appeared  largely  decreased. 

No  nobler  work  than  this  can  be  imagined,  and 
I  hope  that  the  means  to  carry  it  on  will  never  fail 
us. 

Ten  months  in  the  year  we  have  a  day  school, 
numbering  110,  50  boys  and  60  girls.  These  chil- 
dren, mostly  very  poor,  are  not  only  instructed  in 
school,  but  in  sickness  and  want  are  carefully 
looked  after  by  their  teachers — the  Christian  in- 
fluence which  enters  many  of  these  homes  coming 
to  them  thus. 

Our  two  literary  societies,  the  "  Eclectic"  and  the 
"Junior,"  meet  respectively  on  Monday  and  Tues- 
day evenings.  Both  societies  are  flourishing,  and 
occasionally  give  public  entertainments.  They  pro- 
vide an  evening  of  innocent  recreation  much  need- 
ed in  the  neighborhood. 

Thursday  evenings,  from  December  till  May,  the 
mothers'  meeting  is  held.  One  hundred  names  are 
on  the  roll,  and,  in  addition  to  the  sewing,  brief  re- 
ligious instruction  is  given.  For  much  help  in  this 
department  we  are  indebted  to  Mr.  James  Hamil- 
ton. 

Friday  afternoon  we  have  an  Industrial  School 
for  little  girls.  This  meets  in  St.  Mark's  school- 
room, and  is  in  a  prosperous  state.  Friday  even- 
ings throughout  the  year  a  service  of  song  is  held 
in  the  Chapel.  The  informality  of  the  services* 
consisting  of  a  few  hymns  and  brief  addresses, 
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draws  a  large  and  increasing  number.  In  this  work 
I  am  assisted  bv  Mr.  M.  A.  Gilbert. 

One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  poor  is  to 
keep  their  little  lodgings  by  meeting  their  rent 
when  temporarily  out  of  work.  This  necessity,  in 
extreme  cases,  we  try  to  meet, 

We  also  receive  money  from  the  poor  on  de- 
posit, lend  articles  needed  in  the  sick  room,  give 
occasionally  to  the  most  needy,  and  lend  the  means 

necessary  tor  the  burial  of  the  dead. 
In  addition  to  these,  the  work  of  the  Guild  of  the 

Good  Samaritan  is  carried  on  throughout  the  year. 
The  minister  of  the  Chapel  attends  every  day  to  the 
giving  of  tickets  for  groceries,  which  are  honored 
by  the  Society  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the 
Poor  ;  to  the  medical  relief,  which  is  most  effi- 
ciently conducted  by  Dr.  J.  Blake  White,  and  to  the 
distribution  of  such  articles  as  are  sent  to  him  for 
that  purpose.  The  report  of  this  Society  is  well 
worthy  of  careful  reading. 

So  many  societies  bring  out  many  willing  work- 
ers, whom  I  beg  to  thank  in  this  place  for  their 
valuable  assistance.  The  year  that  has  passed  lias 
been  one  of  quiet,  but  most  successful  worjv,  and  as 
we  look  forward  to  the  coming  year,  with  its 
promise  of  a  larger  and  more  suitable  building, 
through  the  munificence  of  Mr.  Rutherfurd  Stuy- 
vesant,  we  have  every  reason  to  thank  God  and 

take  courage.  .

The  Loan  Relief  Association  has  held  nineteen 
meetings  during  the  year  ending  November,  1881, 
and  has  been  able  to  work  in  all  three  ways  con- 
templated by  the  Constitution. 

Twenty-eight  loans  of  money  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  in  amounts  varying  from  two  to 
fifteen  dollars.  Fifteen  of  these  have  been  repaid, 
leaving  thirteen  due  on  November  1,  1881. 

Articles  necessary  for  the  comfort  of  the  sick 
have  been  lent  to  ten  persons,  and  have  in  all  cases 
been  returned  in  good  order. 

Money  to  the  amount  of  $60  has  been  received 
on  deposit. 
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In  addition,  monev  has  been  contributed  for 
special  sick  cases,  and  used  in  various  ways  for 
their  benefit. 

In  one  case,  a  nurse  was  paid  for  four  days,  and 
food  and  clothing  given  to  the  family. 

In  another,  a  widow  and  two  children  were  sup- 
ported during  three  weeks  of  illness. 

In  another  case  a  sick  boy  was  provided  with 
a  comfortable  bedstead  and  mattrass,  and  by  the 
visits  and  aid  given  bv  those  to  whom  the  As- 
sociation  made  his  case  known,  was  put  upon  the 
road  to  recovery.  Places  in  a  store  were  found  for 
the  younger  children  of  the  family. 

In  several  cases  the  sick  have  been  persuaded,  by 
the  visitors,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  aid  offered 
in  hospitals. 

The  basket  was  lent  twice  during  the  year. 

Medical  attendance  has  been  given  to  the  sick 
by  John  Blake  White,  M.D.,  whose  care  has  often 
extended  over  many  weeks  of  tedious  illness.
